Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 16. — Inventtga 
tion of the state revenue r.gents, which 
was begun iMonday, promises to brln* 
out some of the liveliest testimony 
that has been heard In Frankfort for 
a Ions time. Those behind the inves- 
tigation claim that they have some 
flensational testimony, which will dis- 
eloso amazing; conditions. The reve- 
nue agents and their friends say that

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they are not afraid of the investigation 
as they have done nothing of which 
they are ashamed. They also say that 
they have lively and sensational tes- 
timony that they will offer to offset 
the testimony that may be Introduced 
against them. 

The revenue agents say that the 
investigation will not be one-sided by 
any means, and that they proiwse to 
show a motive for the Investigation. 
There promise to he several angles 
to the Investigation and before it is 
finished it will Involve many men and 
many measures. The present auditor 
does not want the office of auditors 
agents abolished, although he is will- 
ing to have modifications In the exist- 
ing law made. He does not want to 
give up the power to collect delinquent 
taxes by moans of his agents and says 
that the agents are necessary, to a cer- 
tain extent. 

Be this as it may. the fight against 
the present system of auditor s agents 
is to be one to the death, and every 
effort is to be made to have the offices 
abolished, the middle ground not be- 
ing considered. In the fight against 
the auditor's agents, the Louisville 
Times is taking a big part and has 
been leading with editorials attacking 
the system. 

A bill will be followed in the senate 
this week that may solve the problem 
of how to elec t prison commissioners. 
The bill proposes to have four com- 
missioners, two to be elected at the 
present session of the legislature, by 
the legislature and two every 
two years thereafter, the law 
expressly stating that no commit- 
■loner shrall be eligible to succeed 
himself. It is stated by the author 
of the bill, that this would gtr© Flnley 
Fogg, who Is a candidate for commis- 
sioner, a chance to be elected at the 
present session, as he expected, and 
will give the other commissioners the 
remainder of their term, or two years 
more on the commission.

— Despite the 
opinion of Judge Howard C. Hollister 
of the United States District Court in 
this city, that the contracts made by 
the Burley Tobacco Society of Ken- 
tucky with the E. O. Eshelby Tobacco 
Company, of Covington, Kentucky, 
were in violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law, a jury in the case tonight 
rendered a verdict in favor of the de 
fendant, the Burley Tobacco Society, 
and refused damages for which the 
plaintiff, the E. O. Eshelby Comoanv, 
was suing iu tne sum of fl!Mi,(KX).

Birds which are 
thus Hided to survive the winter will 
more than repay the favor next spring 
when the multitudious insect enemies 
of plant life are making their appear- 
ance for the annual campaign of de- 
stiuction. 

As a general rule the birds want only 
a fair field and no favors, but on occa- 
sions when they feel the pinch of hun- 
ger and cold they are quick to avail 
the '"es of the farmer's hospitality.

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The Bones of Our Ancient People

I 



1 wrote a part ial description which 
was published in 1878 in relation to a 
burial place of an ancient people which 
I have opened and examined where 
wi re found their remains which were 
lain away with care and neatness to 
await tht- resurrection of their bodies 

In one of these discovered and ex- 
amined in 1978 iu a larfC cavity un- 
der a clill of rock which was about 
eighteen by twenty fact, r'rom the 
roofing - io the bottom was fourteen 
feet. This place was almost filled with 
bodies of a race of people of whose hab- 
its, color or what time thev inhabited 
this portion of our continent history 
teiK but little The Indians in their 
traditions (unwritten history) explain 
that those had pasted away before 
their accentors came and the mounds 
which represent antmala and reptiles 
were supposed to be used iu worship 
and others for defense. These curious 
specimens of an ancient people denied 
by the si/.e of many lar^e tr»-i-s glow- 
ing upon them and other evidence to 
have been her. many ye.irs before the 
discovery of America. Tnese were un- 
doubtedly the race of people which 
made tools o.it of Hint, stone axes and 
many other ut. ni.iU which we find scat 
tared over the country. 

In one cavern, Prof. N. L. Shaler, 
state u«oli|iist at that time, and I found 
where they had manufactured arrow 
head! and Mint .lasers, their weapons 
of offense and defense, many perfect in 
construction of which I have many yet 
in my possession, and the spalls of 
flint were scattered thickly about In 
the room first mentioned discovered in 
1878 I f.jjud, after taking out several 
bodies, a stone about the si/.e of a bar 
rel. It was in the center of the cavern 
I did not discover bow deep iu tna 
ground it was placed. It was concave 
on top about three inches deep and 
would hold one gallon to the level sur- 
face. This stone was uot a master- 
piece of workmanship, but was worked 
on to aom* extent with harder atone. 
Tha bottom of this burial place had 
been prepared before it was used bv 
scattering rocks about the si/.e of small 
apples thickly over it.tbey looked as if 
lately brokeu. When a corpse was to 
be prepared for burial a fire was light 
•d, as there were evidences of this on 
« he upright stone in the center. Tha 
body was laid across the tire face down- 



ward and burned un'.il the bowels were 
burned out, as everyone I took out was 
burned from the short ribs to the upper 
end of the thigh and that portion of the 
spinal column opposite the bowels was 
almost a cinder. They were laid aw.iy, 
their feet toward the tdtar, as we will 
call the stone used to burn them on, 
and their laces turned upward with a ' 
thin stone under their head. These 1 
stones bore no marks of workmanship, j 
f hey were about one and a half inches ' 
and of a dillerent strata from any rock 
found in that locality. What the bodies 
were covered with, I could not conject- 
ure, as there were but ashes and char- 
coal and some trinkets used for orna- 
ments probably, tor the holes drilled 
through the- in seemed to be worn very 
much, they were made from Hint, 
stone, coal, mus&clshells and a kiud of 
earthenware, all of which seemed to 
be broken and were mixed in with the 
bodiee. 

Tiie skulls were very smooth show- 
ing no seams which proves them to be 
very old Also tneir teeth though worn 
almost even with their jaws there were 
no decayed teeth ana none missing. 
Their hair which seemed coarse and 
black was tied close io the head in tha 
middle and at the end with what ap- 
peared to be deer sinews. Their hair 
was the same length about one foot and 
the roll about one inch in diameter 
and when first taken from the excava- 
tion could be handed, but when ex- 
posed to the air would crumble to fine 
black dust The ornaments of shells 
would also dissolve in exposure to air. 

I carefully noted the many bones of 
the arms, legs, hips and ribs and I nev- 
er found any broken aud healed which 
would have made them larger and 
rough They certainly were a quiet, 
orderly people to have had no broken 
or fractured bones. On examination 
the bones were found to be much heav- 
ier, rougher and stronger than those 
ot the Ethiopian nuc. They ware but 
little taller than the American people 
with but one sxceptiou. Prof. X. L 
Snaler measured this skeleton and gave 
as his opinion that ha was nine feat 
tall and from the cavity of tha attached 
muscles that ha would have wsighed 
eight or niue hundred pounds. There 
was one skull which had a curious 
bone on the bones winch compose the 
nose. It waa a protuberance which ran 



out and upward about four and a half 
inches, it was not a horn for it was of 
the same composition as any other bone 
ami I conjectured it was covered with 
flesh and skin as It was an attachment 
of the si ull. 

The shape of the skull and cavity for 
the brain led me to believe they were 
an intelligent race Prof Shaler stat- 
ed they were not flesh eaters but did 
eat shellfish, crawfish, periwink es 
and fish without heating them. He 
proves this by their teeth. 

In one burial place I took out thirty 
four skeletons complete and in another 
three. All buried in the same manner, 
except one, which was buried in a sit- 
ting position. 

There were six or seven state geolo- 
gists examined these bones. I put the 
queries to them of whom were they 
descendants and what became of the 
race. Also at what period of the world's 
history were they placed here. Three 
agreed they were a portion of the ten 
lost tribes of Israel and came to Ameri- 
ca by crossing Bah ria| Strait on ice, 
thence to the Great Lakes and we trace 
them through New York, Pennsylva- 
nia, Ohio, ludiana and part of Ken-i 
tuc.ky, Tennessee, Mississippi and into! 
T. xas. and are living in Mexico and 
Central America, known as the Aztecs 
and Toltecs. How long they have been 
buried here cannot be satisfactorily 
answered. Several geologists placed it 
at 2,000 years ago.
